Distinctness is proven for claims in this relationship if the 
intermediate product is useful to make other than the final product, and the species are 
patentably distinct (MPEP § 806.05G)). in the instant case, the intermediate product is 
deemed to be useful as coating composition wherein the cationic polymer need not 
necessarily contain moieties that are exploited to bond it to a surface and the inventions 
are deemed patentably distinct because there is nothing of record to show them to be 
obvious variants.
